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Residents Evaluate Flood Map Impact

Local officials and representatives from the 
Federal Emergency Management Administration (FEMA) 
met with Marion and Mattapoisett residents for an 
informational meeting regarding new flood plain maps, 
and their impact on flood insurance costs, at a November 
10, 2011 meeting in the Old Rochester Regional cafeteria. 

At the meeting, the public had the chance to learn 
more about why the flood plain maps had been changed 
and how they would be individually affected by changed 
zoning. 

"[Flooding] could happen twice a month. It could 
happen once every 200 years,'' said FEMA coordination 
officer David Mendelsohn, who added that the last 
serious flooding event in Massachusetts took place during 
Hurricane Carol in 1954. Computers and topography 
allowed FEMA to better predict what they call the "one 
percent annual chance of flood", formally referred to as 
the "hundred year flood", he said. 

According to FEMA representatives, flood zones

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are currently based on maps from 1968. "The science has 
really changed since 1968," said coastal engineer Brian 
Caulfield, who gave a technical presentation on wave 
"run-up", "propagation" and "overtopping" and how 
these risk factors reflected in the newly drafted maps. 

"People think 'oh it's because of [Hurricane] 
Katrina'," said Mr. Caulfield of the new map project. 
"Really this started before Katrina ever happened." 

According to Mr. Caulfield, the maps were

originally released to the towns in 2008, but are still in 
the draft stage, pending final acceptance, which must be 
made by individual towns at their annual town meetings. 
"There is really not an advantage for towns to not adopt 
the maps,'' warned state NFIP coordinator Richard 
Zingarelli. 

If towns choose to not accept the maps, they will 
not be eligible for the FEMA National Flood Insurance 
Program (NFIP), and would be subject to private 
insurance rates that are not federally regulated, said 
FEMA officials. 

In a question-and-answer session, some residents 
expressed frustration, saying that they still didn't 
understand how the maps would impact their insurance 
and ability to build upon or sell their homes. 

"For some of you, there will be no change," said 
FEMA flood insurance specialist Lauren Pawlik. "Some 
of you may find out that you are no longer in an flood 
hazard area. Some in an A zone may be in a B zone. The 
most critical situation is those of you who don't have 
flood insurance who are now showing in a flood zone." 

According to Ms. Pawlik, building regulations 
would change for people with homes in the flood and 
velocity zones, as they would be required to adhere to 
stricter regulations when building, adding onto homes, 
and rebuilding, even in the event of replacing a structure 
after a fire. 

New regulations would require structures to a 
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"free board'' requirement, where the structure would 
have to be two feet above the flood elevation level. 
Additionally, basements would not be possible in velocity 
zones, with velocity construction requiring "breakaway'' 
construction that would make a structure collapse on 
itself in the event of a devastating storm, to minimize 
damage to neighboring homes. 

On the topic of "grandfathering" into old flood 
plain classifications, representatives advised residents 
to keep their current flood insurance policies in place to 
avoid being slapped with higher rates. 

"Maintain your policy. Don't have a lapse in 
policy," said Ms. Pawlik, who added that grandfathered 
policies could be transferred to new buyers, but only at 
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the point of sale. 

FEMA insurance policies cap out at $250,000, said 
officials; additional insurance over the $250,000 would 
have to be privately arranged. 

The draft of FEMA flood plain maps are available 
for viewing at the Marion Town House and Mattapoisett 
Town Hall, and questions regarding elevation and 
impact should be directed to building commissioners 
Scott Shippey (Marion 508-748-3516) and Andrew Bobola 
(Mattapoisett 508-758-4100, ext. 9). 

If the maps are not appealed, they could be in 
place by July 2012. 

ORR Premieres Triangle in New England

For the first time in New England, the play 
Triangle will premiere - and the Tri-Town's very own Old 
Rochester Regional High School's drama club is putting 
on the production. 

The play is channeling one of the sadder chapters 
in U.S. history - the Triangle Shirtwaist Factory fire 
of March 25, 1911 - that took the lives of 146 garment 
workers and later spurred critical movements for better 
safety standards and unionization of women. The main 
character of the play is a clairvoyant Latina named 
Malena - who lives in the present but hears the victims of 
the fire. She gets entangled in the story of sisters affected 
by the tragedy a century ago. 
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ORR Theater Director Paul Sardinha learned 
about the play by accident, when reading about it in 
Dramatists Guild Magazine during a musical concert. At 
first he assumed the play had to do with homosexuals 
during the holocaust (who were required to wear triangles 
as identification) - but then he recalled seeing a film about 
the Triangle Shirtwaist Factory fire. 
'Tt was a great play to do. It is brilliant/' he said. 

The play was written by Laurie Brooks to mark 
the 100th anniversary of the fire. It was first performed at 
Arizona State University, but the ORR performance will 
differ somewhat in how vividly it depicts the fire. 

He said a projector will broadcast flames, but a 
screen will block the action of falling bodies. ''The scene 
builds and builds. When they start jumping, it is quite 
strong to watch," he said. 

Mr. Sardinha said the play dovetails history 
curricula at the school - and that many upperclassmen 
were already familiar with the fire. 

Rachel Vincent, who is playing Sophie - one of the 
sisters impacted by the fire - said she learned about the 
tragedy last year in class. 

"When we learned about fire, I asked myself how 
on earth something like this could have happened," she 
said. "Now that Fm telling the story, I love it. To act it out 
and feel what happened makes the understand the fire 
even more." 

Megan Pierce, who is playing the character of 
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Malena, said she did a lot of research into Mexican culture 
and history to prepare for her role. Not only did she have 
to improve her Spanish - which is spoken in snippets 
during the play - but develop a greater cultural context in 
how to dress and act. 

''[Mexican culture sees] things differently. Unlike 
us, they see ghosts as more friendly/' she said of her 
clairvoyant character. As a self-described method actress 
with 10 ORR productions under her belt, Ms. Pierce said 
she spent a lot of time researching shows on psychics to 
really put herself in the role. Triangle is Ms. Pierce's first 
experience in a lead role. 

"If I had to pick a show that I'd want to lead, this 
would be it," she said. "There is a great feeling with the 
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show, a feeling that collectively the cast and crew all are 
on par/' In total, 75 ORR students are participating in the 
production. 

Triangle performances for the public are 
scheduled from Thursday, November 17 through 
Saturday, November 19 at 7:30 pm and Sunday, 
November 20 at 2:00 pm. Tickets are $10 for students and 
seniors and $12 for adults, and are available at The Pen 
and Pendulum in Mattapoisett, The Marion General Store 
and Plumb Corner Market in Rochester. Tickets may 
also be available at the door. ORR is located on Route 6 
in Mattapoisett.

Mr. Dickerson is well rooted in Marion, as he 
was born as raised in the town. During the 1990s, he 
served on the Marion Recreation Commission, was a 
town selectman, and a Marion police officer. Although 
he moved to New Hampshire, he eventually returned to 
Marion. 

Recently, Mr. Dickerson started an all girls 
basketball league. "When it was co-ed, the numbers for 
girls were way down, probably due to the intimidation 
factor of playing with the boys. Now with the league, 
consisting of 4, 5 and 6 graders, there are 35 girls on the 
roster. There are even still a few who continued on in the 
co-ed league," he said.

Triathlon. 

A third of the Marion Recreation's budget is 
generated through fundraising and fees. Respectably, Mr. 
Dickerson has still managed to maintain affordability for 
residents, so those who want to participate can. "We're 
trying to keep fees for programs reasonable. We're not in 
it to make money. We're just trying to cover expenses." 

While living in New Hampshire, Mr. Dickerson 
participated in the Main Street Organization of Business 
Owners. "They did a Turkey Trot every year and I thought 
it would be a great opportunity to introduce it to Marion," 
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said Mr. Dickerson. Marion's Turkey Trot course follows 
the same route as the Marion Village Run, an annual 5k 
that takes place every June. Mr. Dickerson also organized 
the Village 5k when serving on the recreation commission. 

Currently, there are 265 registered for the Turkey 
Trot. ''We're expecting at least the same amount if not 
more for walk-ins, of course weather depending.

ORR Teachers Picket School

With contract negotiations at a standstill, about 
80 members of the Old Rochester Professional Educators 
Association (ORPEA) picketed in front of the high school 
before classes on Friday, November 4. 

While neither the school committee nor ORPEA 
leaders would discuss the specific points of contention. 
School Committee Chairman Peter Bangs said that a 
difference of opinion on proper compensation, such as 
wages and health care reimbursement, is breaking down 
the talks. 

The average salary of ORR teachers is $64,649 
(for 2009-2010 school year), compared to $68,781 for the 
state - according to the MA Department of Elementary 
and Secondary Education. Currently ORR teachers' health 
insurance is reimbursed at 80 percent, compared to 50 
percent for Marion and Rochester elementary school 
teachers and 75 percent for Mattapoisett educators. 

The ORR teachers' three-year contract originally 
expired on August 31 - but the lack of consensus 
prompted the school committee to extend it for 60 days 
to October 31. However, the sense of urgency the school 
committee had hoped would bring about compromise did 
not happen - and now it has petitioned the Division of 
Labor to supply an impartial mediator to help both sides 
reach an agreement. 

"It is our hope that an impartial professional 
mediator will help both sides work towards an agreement 
that fairly compensates our excellent teachers but does 
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not dismantle the programs and opportunities for 
students that make ORR such a great school system/' Dr. 
Bangs said. 

But ORPE A feels such a move was premature, 
and plans to continue picketing in the hope of bringing 
the committee back to the bargaining table 

'It was a unilateral filing for mediation/' said 
ORPEA Co-President Colin Everett, commenting that 
resorting to arbitration is very rare. "We don't feel we are 
at an impasse." 

Dr. Bangs, however, said that despite 20 
negotiation sessions over the past year - the school and 
teachers are failing to make headway and help is needed. 

"The school committee recognizes that each side 
in this negotiation believes that the other side is being 
unreasonable, and we fear that continued face-to-face 
arguing will only serve to drive a wedge between the 
teachers' union and the school committee," Dr. Bangs 
said. He commended the teachers' hard work but said 
that the compensation they receive is not aligned with the 
fiscal reality the district is facing. 

"We have reached the point where further cuts 
will begin to noticeably affect the quality of the program 
that we are now able to offer to our children, and the 
school committee is trying its best to maintain what we 
believe is a very high quality education at ORR," he said. 

Mr. Everett said that the teachers are well aware 
of the financial constraints the district is facing. "We're

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cognizant of the economic climate we live in/' he said. 

However, he said the teachers deserve to be 
compensated for their hard work, which has paid off 
in the form of various recognitions. He cited Boston 
Magazine's naming of the district as one of the best in 
the commonwealth, and noted that the College Board 
recognized the high school for its high number of students 
taking Advanced Placement courses. 

''We are one of the top ranked school districts in 
Massachusetts, and we want ORR to be able to continue to 
attract and retain talented educators to sustain this history 
of excellence," said Terry Dall, stating one of ORPEA's 
talking points it is bringing to the picket line. 

Both Mr. Everett and Ms. Dall stress that the 
picketing is taking place before school hours, and will not 
affect their jobs as educators. 

"Clearly, this is not a work to rule situation, just 
a show of unity in response to the unsettled contract," 
Ms. Dall said. "We are still staying for extra help, writing 
letters of recommendation and volunteering for student 
activities." 

"We want to keep students as far from this as 
possible," echoed Mr. Everett, saying that teachers will 
not discuss these issues in class. "Being professional is 
important. We keep these worlds separate." 

Superintendent Doug White did not comment 
on the matter as he said it is strictly between the school 
committee and ORPEA. 

Asphalt Plant Decision Months Away 

Rochester Board of Appeals

Almost one year has passed since Edgewood 
Development first submitted its proposal to build a 
bituminous concrete plant in northeastern Rochester - but 
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163 Front Street, Marion MA

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the fate of the plant will remain up in the air for at least 
several more months. 

The Rochester Planning Board approved the 
construction of the plant last May, but the swift appeal by 
residential and commercial abutters prevented Edgewood 
from getting the necessary building permit to proceed. 
Now the matter is before the Zoning Board of Appeals - 
who at its November 10 meeting voted to continue two 
related hearings until February 9, 2012 to give them time 
to review months of material submitted to the Planning 
Board prior to its decision. 

Both Edgewood Development and petitioners of 
the appeal said that instead of rehashing all of the issues 
on the plant's possible impacts presented during the six

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months of Planning Board hearings-the ZBA should 
digest the material on their own to shorten their decision 
rendering process. 

"We are hopeful that the board will rely on what's 
already in the record/' said Benjamin Tymann of Mintz 
Levin, who is representing the abutters. He noted that 11 
hearings took place leading up to the Planning Board's 
decision, and they included extensive expert testimony 
on both sides related to the plant's potential impacts 
on traffic, noise, lighting and the property value of two 
adjoining residential neighbors. 

ZBA Chairman Robert Cutler promised to be 
"efficient and fair as possible" and the board unanimously 
agreed on continuing the hearing to February next year. 

Both sides did take time to present to the ZBA 
the basics of their arguments for and against Edge wood's 
bituminous plant, which would be built on a 5-acre site 
off Kings Highway in the industrial sector of Rochester. 
Members of the Planning Board, Town Planner John 
Charbonneau, and petitioners of the appeal including 
residential abutters Michael and Carol D'Acci all were 
present at the hearing. 

Abutter attorney Mr. Tymann outlined the basic 
arguments of the appeal, which in essence assert that 
the plant violates a Rochester Town Industrial District 
bylaw that states that manufacturing and industrial uses 
are allowed "providing no such use is permitted which 
would be detrimental or offensive or tend to reduce 
property values in the same or adjoining district." 

He cited evidence presented by his real estate 
appraisal expert Webster Collins of CB Richard Ellis that 
increased truck traffic, noise impacts, visual impacts and 
"stigma" would reduce abutting residential property 
values. 

"There is a 28 percent reduction based solely on 
noise," he said. "It is beyond debate that there will be 
some reduction of property value. . . We felt we had a slam 
dunk case." 

Mr. Tymann went on to point out that any 
delay exceeding 21 minutes of trucks going through the 
proposed site would cause spillage onto Kings Highway, 
presenting pedestrian and vehicular safety concerns.

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"For some reason [Edgewood] tried to pack this 
asphalt plant into a small site. . . Most asphalt plants are 
on large parcels, and to try to cram one on a five—acre site 
is unprecedented, and highly unusual,'' he added. 

He also said that the Planning Board ''stuck 
their heads in the sand" by assuming Edgewood would 
handle lighting spillage and traffic problems without the 
company providing adequate evidence. 

Tim Higgins, VP of Edgewood Development, 
offered his counterpoint that the plant is appropriate for 
Rochester's 640-acre industrial zone. He said that aside 
from the two homes, "it is not a mixed neighborhood," 
pointing out that the Rochester Bituminous plant and 
SEMASS reside in the vicinity of the proposed plant. 

He also noted that one of the two immediate 
residential abutters - the Millet family - successfully sold 
their home for $245,000 during the past few months. 

"We have had a detailed discussion of every 
criteria in all 14 areas and how we fulfilled it. . . and 
we have a detailed plan to how we'll comply with 
[Department of Environmental Protection] standards," 
Mr. Higgins said. A 15.5-foot high fence and evergreen 
screening will reduce noise levels, and the plant will be 40 
feet within property lines, he said. 

"We have far exceeded screening and buffering 
requirements of the bylaw," Mr. Higgins concluded, 
ultimately asking the board to endorse the Planning 
Board decision.

MCAS Scores High, but Gaps in Growth 

ORR District School Committee

The majority of Old Rochester Regional (ORR) 
High School students met the advanced and proficient 
thresholds in Biology, English Language Arts and 
Mathematics in their MCAS scores - but they are not 
keeping pace in growth compared to peers across the 
state, it was revealed at the November 9 ORR school 
committee meeting. 

"The message is high achievement but we are 
really going to work on the growth model," reported 
Principal Michael Devoll. 

High school students across ORR particularly 
excelled at Biology, showing growth from 72 percent at 
the advanced / proficient level in 2010 to 81 percent in 
2011. 

"We've made a lot of progress in Biology by 
bringing curriculum in line with the state and sending 
staff up to trainings," he said. 

In English Language Arts, 92 percent of students

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are advanced / proficient while 86 demonstrated 
proficiency and above in math. As high as these numbers 
are, student growth in English Language Arts was 42 
percent compared to demographically alike peer across 
the state, while Math was at 39 percent. The Math growth 
fell below the state target of 40 to 60 percent. 

Of particular concern is that 29 percent of 
students scored very low growth in math. 

Despite these numbers, Mr. Devoll said the 
high school is still making its Adequate Yearly Progress 
benchmarks, as it has since 2004. However, he said the 
proficiency rate must reach 95 percent to remain in this 
position for next year.

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include working with teachers to develop more common 
formative assessments, integrate more writing instruction 
into curriculum, implement more teacher trainings and 
cultivate greater interventions for at-risk students. 

Mr. Devoll said new assessment technology 
called Galileo would provide teachers with more data on 
individual students so appropriate interventions can be 
made before MCAS testing time to get them on track. 

In other news. Superintendent Doug White 
announced a prestigious recognition bestowed onto 
the school due to its high number of students taking 
Advanced Placement courses. He said the College Board 
recently formally recognized ORR as one of 400 schools 
in the country as excelling in their AP program. The high 
school has increased the number of students since 2009 
taking AP classes from 41 to 79 percent while maintaining 
the number of students receiving 3 or higher (passing 
grade) on the test from 95 percent to 84 percent. 

Mr. White said that he is proud of the 
achievement, with Chairman Peter Bangs commenting 
on the ''compelling'' evidence showing the impact 
of AP classes on students' future graduate rates and 
performances in college. 

At the meeting, the board also put their stamp of 
approval on a new practice that limits how much students 
can charge to their NutriKids account, a point-of-sale 
program implemented last year that allows students 
to purchase lunch with a four-digit code. Essentially 
students cannot charge more than unpaid three lunches 
to their cards, and if they exceed that amount they will be 
offered a cheese and peanut butter sandwich and milk for 
50 cents. 

District Food Service Director Caitlin Meagher 
said that debts have spiked to about $2,000 during 
the past month for unpaid lunches, necessitating the 
new practice to control the issue. She said a handful of 
students have $60 in debt because they have not paid for 
lunch at all this school year. She did send out 200 letters to 
families with students with debts. 

"It's a problem. It's the flipside of Nutrikids we 
hadn't really anticipated," said Business Administrator 
Katie Isernio. She said research into how other districts 
have handled the issue helped staff craft the practice. Staff 
also will meet with each student individually who are 
having problems, and all students will be reminded that 
free and reduced lunch is available for financially strained 
families. 

Mr. Devoll said that he anticipates that the new 
practice will have immediate results. "None of the kids 
want to eat a peanut butter or cheese sandwich. . . I expect 
the checks to come in the next day." 

Overall, the school lunch program is making 
strides under the new food director. She has cut $10,000 in 
spending by increasing coordination between managers, 
tightening purchasing and replacing some plastic 
containers with deli wrap. This September the program 
brought in $60,337 compared to $47,781 to last year

''We are in the positive and looking a lot better 
than last year/' she said, reporting that the school's profit 
in September was $6,522. 

In facilities, the board approved $7,790 to fix 
damage caused by a major water leak near the student 
restrooms. Facilities Director Steve Murphy said the cause 
of the leak was mismatched steel clamp on a copper line 
- which was discovered after removing 8-feet of wall. 
The rebuilt wall will be made with waterproof fiberglass 
material to prevent mold risk, he said. 
In other matters: 

• The Board approved a yard sale that will help support a 
student- trip to Rome. The date has not yet been set. 

• The Board appointed Nick Decas to a subcommittee that 
will examine a recent needs assessment of the food service 
program. 

• Principal Devoll said that two openings are currently 
available through School Choice, and said that he is open 
to expanding the number of slots next year. 

• Mr. White announced that the public meeting on the 
2012/2013 budget is scheduled for Monday, March 5, 
2012.

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meeting article that asked Mattapoisett voters to ban 
aquaculture over 25 miles of Mattapoisett coastline. The 
first article at the November 15, 2011 special town meeting 
asked voters to consider a complete ban on aquaculture in 
Mattapoisett. 

Prior to town meeting, it was uncertain if 
the petitioner George Randall would withdraw the 
prohibitive article or amend it. As a result of concerns 
expressed by Town Counsel David Jenkins and Town 
Moderator Jack Eklund, Mr. Randall chose to withdraw 
the article on town meeting floor. 

'T wrote this article," said Mr. Randall. "[The 
article has] so many problems and we cannot take a 
binding vote. . . so at this time, I would like to withdraw." 

"There are significant concerns about the 
legal form of the warrant article [that] could result in 
legal action against the town and it could be an illegal 
procedure," said Mr. Eklund, who asked Atty. Jenkins to 
give a clarification on how the article would expose the 
town to legal ramifications. 

"On a strictly legal basis. . . I had initially advised 
the Board of Selectmen that I had concerns regarding the 
verbage. . . that the article did not fairly and adequately 
inform the public [of its impact]," said Atty. Jenkins, who 
added that the authority to grant or deny aquaculture 
permitting resided with the Board of Selectmen and not 
Town Meeting.

if the article could be amended, but Mr. Eklund said 
that any article regarding aquaculture banning or 
moratoriums from town meeting would not be valid or 
binding based on Atty. Jenkin's counsel. 

"There is nothing that town meeting can legally 
do in regards to this matter/' said Mr. Eklund. 

An additional aquaculture article, placed on the 
warrant by the selectmen, asked town meeting members 
to create a home rule petition that would allow the town 
raise an aquaculture licensing fee from $25 per acre to 
$200 per acre. The change was reflective of inflation rates 
since 1973, the last time the aquaculture fee schedule was 
changed in Massachusetts. Currently, Massachusetts has a 
cap of $25 per acre for aquaculture permitting, and towns

are not allowed to exceed that limit unless a home rule 
petition is passed. 

"I don't think there's anything we pay for 
today that is the same cost as in 1973/' said Selectman 
Silva, who had spearheaded the home rule petition at 
a selectmen meeting over the summer. By Selectman's 
Silva' s estimate, the price of oysters and scallops had 
increased 600 percent and 300 percent respectively. "We 
can't do anything about it unless it's changed," he said. 

Resident Carly Larson expressed concern that 
until the home rule petition was accepted at the state 
level, the town would be forced to "subsidize" private 
enterprise. 

"Can we assume that until aquaculture fees are 
raised, we will not be giving out any more aquaculture 
licenses?" asked Joyce Almeida. "It does not sound like a 
fiscally sound arrangement for the town when it's going 
to costing the taxpayers money." 

"I don't think we could deny someone a license 
based on that," replied Selectman Silva. "I think we 
would be sued." 

"I'd like to speak in favor of the petition," said 
resident Bob Field, one of two aquaculture permit holders 
in town. "I think it's reasonable for fees to keep up with 
the times." 

The home rule petition was accepted by the town 
meeting, and will be sponsored by State Representative 
William Straus for acceptance at state level.

why this is legitimate tonight.'' 

Some town meeting members expressed 
concerned that too many special town meeting articles 
were relying on free cash. 

"I've been coming to town meeting for over 50 
years,'' said resident Brad Hathaway. "In the old days, 
free cash was returned to the tax payers of the town. This 
has not been the case for quite a long time now. . . Many of 
you can remember when free cash was used to reduce the 
tax rate. Some of it yes, was used for emergencies. Free 
cash was extended at annual town meeting, not special 
town meeting." 

Selectman Paul Silva informed Mr. Hathaway that 
only 20 percent of the town's $723,000 in free cash was 
being requested for operational purposes on the warrant, 
and $360,000 was being redirected to stabilization funds 
to improve the town's bond ratings and improve its credit 
score. 

"Supposed free cash," said Mr. Hathaway. "I call 
it over-taxation. I don't like the term 'free cash' - it makes 
people think it's coming from trees. . . what do people 
in this town have to do to get free cash returned to the 
people?" 

"I do agree with Mr. Hathaway. Free cash does 
not grow on trees," said Selectman Silva. "We look at 
prior years. . . we're fortunate. In Fiscal Year 2011, we 
received approximately $200,000 more in revenues." 
Selectman Silva said that the Board earmarked funds for

Expert: Coalition "Overestimated'"^ Leak

municipal wastewater treatment plant were leaking and 
causing a significant infusion of nitrogen into the ground 
and surrounding bodies of water. The coalition had 
recommended that the town spend $3.2 million to put 
geotextile fabric lining in the lagoons to prevent spillage 
and add special barriers to reduce nitrogen before it 
reaches local harbors. 

However, an engineering firm hired by the 
town to review the findings concluded that the coalition 
''overestimated'' the nitrogen load leeching into the 
groundwater from the plant's 20 acres of lagoons - and 
failed to take into account other potential nitrogen 
sources. A group of residents packed the Town House 
conference room at the Selectmen's November 15 meeting 



to hear the report by CDM engineer Shawn Syde and 
water expert Bernadette Kolb. 

Ms. Kolb said that the Buzzards Bay Coalition's 
findings are based on faulty assumptions - calling its 
estimation that one-inch per day is leaking from the 
lagoons as unreasonable. 

"That's the equivalent of one-half million gallons 
per day. It's hard for me to understand how the treatment 
plant's lagoons could be leaking one-half million gallons 
per day while it is receiving one-half million gallons per 
day," Ms. Kolb said. She said the town's 1,700 homes do 
not produce enough waste to generate that kind of output 
- and recommended that more studies be conducted to 
get better data.

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She also said that data on lagoon level fluctuation 
is constant, contradicting the coalition's assertion of 
significant daily leakage. Again, she recommended 
acquiring better data. 

Ms. Kolb also claimed that the Coalition failed to take 
into account attenuation of nitrogen as it travels from the 
lagoons to the harbor. ''The report does not discuss the 
reduction of nitrogen as it traverses the land," she said, 
adding that the Coalition's claim that the contaminated 
groundwater heads in the direction of Sippican Harbor 
need reconsideration. 

Both experts assured Selectmen that the 
wastewater treatment facility utilizes some of the most 
recently technology and significantly reduces nitrogen 
levels in effluent. 

Mr. Syde said the plant whittles down the 
concentration of nitrogen to 3 milligrams per liter. "It is 
very, very low," he said. Raw sewage nitrogen content is 
typically 35 milligrams per liter, he explained. 

"You provide excellent treatment for the sewage 
in your community," Ms. Kolb said. 
While the experts reported some high nitrogen levels 
near the facility, they said the amount is "pretty typical" 
in an industrial area. Ms. Kolb said that the Coalition's 
findings of high nitrogen in certain wells, which happen 
to be behind a composting facility, make sense and are 
unrelated to the wastewater treatment plant. 

To that end, CDM offered its formal 
recommendations to collect more data and investigate 
other sources of nitrogen to put the "lagoon contributions 
in context." Ms. Kolb said some sources could be on-site 
septic systems, fertilizers, animal wastes, stormwater 
runoff and boat waste. Overall, CDM recommended that 
the town determine if leakage from the untreated effluent 
in the lagoons have potential impacts to groundwater and

nearby coastal estuaries. 

Following the report. Coalition of Buzzards Bay's 
Mark Rasmussen thanked CDM for the presentation, 
and offered to work with the firm and the Selectmen to 
iron out their differences. However, he cautioned that too 
much data collection and research would postpone action 
to handle the leakage. 

'It's all a game of estimating. I would hope that 
we don't do so much estimating that we don't actually 
work on the issue," he said. 

"Once we get hands wrapped the problem, 
the collaboration is appreciated. But we don't want to 
overreact and spend the public's money," said Chairman 
Jonathan Henry. 

In other meeting news. Town Administrator 
Paul Dawson received approval to hire a part-time Grant 
Writer, to be compensated $22 to $25 per hour, to assist 
with his department. The board also formally supported 
the creation of a seven-member Town House advisory 
committee - including members from the Planning Board, 
Finance Committee, Capital Improvement Committee 
and Citizens at large, and Mr. Dawson. The committee 
will discuss, vet and report recommendations to the 
Selectmen on how to proceed with required renovation 
and replacement work for the Town House, Mr. Dawson 
said. 

The board also announced that Selectman Henry 
was elected Vice Chairman of the SRPEDD Commission, 
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Inspired by an official travel set belonging to

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BBC Conservation Request Questioned 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission 
By Joan Hartnett-Barry 

With three new members onboard, the 
Mattapoisett Conservation Commission dealt with 
a series of issues at their Monday evening meeting, 
including a walk-in presentation by Allen Decker of the 
Buzzards Bay Coalition (BBC) regarding a proposed 
conservation restriction involving an 18 acre parcel which 
fronts the Mattapoisett River. 

The conservation restriction involves land in 
Mattapoisett and Rochester, which contains the drinking 
water aquifer used by the town of Fairhaven. The Town 
of Fairhaven was awarded a Local Acquisitions for 
Natural Diversity (LAND) grant, along with a Fairhaven 
Community Preservation Act Funds grant of $254,200 to 
permanently protect 59 acres of land along New Boston 
Road in the Mattapoisett River Drinking Water Aquifer 
area. The land involves land in the towns of Fairhaven, 
Mattapoisett and Rochester. 

Mr. Decker was seeking the board's signature on a 
document, which would show Mattapoisett' s "municipal 
certification'', or agreement, for the conservation 
restriction. 

According to committee member Mr. Dawicki, 
Henry Huttleston Rogers, an advocate for Fairhaven, 
lobbied and secured legislation, to assure that Fairhaven 
would have access to the aquifer located in the towns of 
Mattapoisett and Rochester over a hundred years ago. 

Mr. Decker said that initially, the conservation 
restriction would be held by the town of Fairhaven and 
the Buzzards Bay Coalition (BBC) would be the land 
owner of the parcel. 

The next step would have the BBC turning over 
the land to the towns of Mattapoisett and Rochester. The 
land could be used "passively" for recreational activities, 
protection of critical habitat and, primarily, for protection 
of drinking water supply for Fairhaven. 

"I'm not comfortable signing this without 
reviewing this in detail," said board members Bob 
Rogers, who said that this was the first time seeing 
the documents. "I'd like to confer with Nick (William 
Nicholson, Mattapoisett Water and Sewer Superintendent) 
before moving forward." Other board members agreed. 

"What is a million gallons of water worth?" asked 
board member Peter Newton. "Let's understand what we 
are signing." 

In other business, Paul and Jayne St. Pierre 
presented a Request for Determination to decrease the 
grade on a hill with addition of fill and to reconstruct 
stairs at 25 Main Street. 

Three individuals came to voice opinions 
regarding the fill deposited around and about the 
property, including Steven Kelleher who spoke on behalf 
of the Mattapoisett Pathways / Bike Committee who 
said that the fill was adjacent to the proposed pathway 
and was on town property and would present a water 
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The third property was the Old Haskell Farm on 
Walnut Plain Road owned by Ben Oilman. The property 
restrictions would include a building envelope for the 
structures of the property limiting the total square footage 
of those structures to 5,000 square feet. 

The board approved all three Municipal 
Certification Forms for these Conservation Restrictions. 

After signing permits and administrative 
housekeeping the board moved onto new business. 
Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon brought up the 
subject of looking into a conservation property access way 
to Leonard's Pond on property owned by the Town of 
Rochester. Ms. Farinon said that the board could look into 
setting up a small parking area and canoe / kayak access 
with the assistance of state funds. The first step to seeking 
state funding is exploring ownership of the pond. The 
board agreed to have Ms. Farinon look into the matter. 

The board then discussed the Town Forrest 
management, which would include marking and cutting 
trees in the Town Forrest at the end of the next year. 
Chairwoman Rosemary Smith expressed a concern 
to make sure the public was well educated about the 
matter and that a buffer zone was set up on the areas that 
boarded homes and neighborhoods. 

The last item on the agenda was a notice that the 
contract had come back from the state for the Buzzards 
Bay NEP GIS Grant which provided $15,000 to scan and 
apply wetlands maps for the Town of Rochester. 
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flow issue on the pathway, to be built in 2013. Two other 
abutters were present, with one saying that fill was put on 
land owned by the town. 

After reviewing information submitted, the board 
determined that the St. Pierre's had filled in an area on 
abutting property, owned by the town. 

The St. Pierre's admitted to starting their project 
prior to approval by the conservation committee. 

The St. Pierre's withdrew their application and 
were instructed to work with the town to remediate the 
fill they placed on town property. 

A Request for Determination by William Durbin 
to raze and rebuild an accessory building in compliance 
with flood zone requirements was continued because 
none of the parties attended the meeting. 

In other matters, a duplicate certificate of 
compliance was issued to Michael LaBossiere for 
recording purposes. 

The board also signed both the Joint Motion 
to Approve Settlement Agreement and the Settlement 
Agreement with regard to the Superseding Order of 
Conditions issued to Greta Fox for the subdivision at Pine 
Island Road. 

In final business, the board elected Peter Newton 
to be Chairman of the committee. 

ConCom Approves Dwelling Razing 

Marion Conservation Commission

At a meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission on Wednesday, November 9, a Notice of 
Intent by Gary Parsons, 13 Shady Lane, Dexter Beach 
to raze the dwelling and construct a new dwelling and 
driveway was approved. 

Another appointment was for an Order of 
Conditions by Dola Stemberg of 85 Moorings Road to raze 
and reconstruct the dwelling and garage and the addition 
of a pool house. 

The new property owner, Susan Domolky and 
Susan Nilson, CLE Engineering spoke to the board and 
presented revised plans dated November 3, 2011. The 
applicant proposed a revised gas line, which will run 
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down a clearing formerly used for float storage. The line 
is in the AE flood zone, but not in the buffer zone to the 
wetland area. 

Other proposed changes included a new 
foundation instead of using the existing one. The 
new foundation and home will comply with the new 
requirements dictated by the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency. 

A proposed pool on the property was discussed 
and Ms. Domolky said that she was unsure if the pool 
would be salt water based. "We're leaning that way 
because there are fewer chemicals and less maintenance/' 
said Ms. Domolky. 

In other matters, two full certificates of 
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compliance were issued to Gregory Koss of 32 Beach 
Street for rebuilding a dwelling that had been destroyed 
by fire and for replicating wetlands that were impacted 
when building and rebuilding the dwelling. 

Joseph Duggan of 17 Dexter Road, Dexter Beach 
was issued a full certificate of compliance for extending 
a pier and setting a ramp, a float and four support piles. 
Annmarie Levins and Linda Severin of 53 Dexter Road, 
Dexter Beach were issued a third three-year extension 
permit to eradicate phragmites. Ellen Bowler Trust of 33 
Each Avenue, Planting Island was issued a full certificate 
of compliance for maintaining and improving a pier 
by replacing the decking, railings and stringers, and 
repairing the stone supports. Minutes of the October

Second Annual Bulldog Dash 

School Report

It's time for the return of Old Rochester 
Regional' s annual Bulldog Dash, a healthy race for 
members of the Tri-Town community that simultaneously 
raises funds for the high school. The tradition of hosting 
an annual race event for various age groups on the Old 
Rochester Regional High School campus began last 
year, when the school had to institute for the first time 
student activity fees, which targeted students involved in 
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extra-curricular activities, clubs, and sports teams. This 
fee, which is $100 per student (regardless of how many 
activities in which he or she partakes) was introduced to 
meet the demands of the budget. The school raises money 
through race entry fees, and cuts the student activity fee 
proportionally. Last year, the Bulldog Dash raised enough 
money to cut the student activity fee in half. This year, the 
school hopes to meet or exceed that. 

Scheduled for Saturday, November 26, the 
Bulldog Dash will consist of three races. There will be 
a 100-yard dash for preschool children, a quarter-mile 
track race for elementary school children (K-6), and a 
2-mile race through the complete Old Rochester Regional 
campus for all ages. There is a non-competitive 2-mile 
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walk that runs concurrently with the 2-mile race (subject 
to the same entry fees). Students are asked to register in 
only one race. The races for children are scheduled to 
begin at 9:30 am, and the main race will begin at 11:00 am. 
It is important to note that race-day registration will close 
a half -hour prior to the start of each race. 

Like last year, there will be cash prizes available 
to the best runners of each gender in each age group (and 
for the quarter-mile track race, each grade). All preschool 
participants will receive a prize. First place is worth $100, 
second place is worth $50, and third place is worth $25. 

The entry fees for children in the 100-yard dash 
and quarter-mile track race are $10.00 and the entry fee 
for the main race is $15 if you register online using the 
website for JB Race Management (www.jabrace.com). 
You can also register through the mail by printing the 
application from the Old Rochester Regional High School 
website, although the mail-in entry fee is $20. If you 
wait to register until race day, your entry fee will be $25. 
Checks must be made payable to ORR Drama, and you 
must write ORR Road Race in the memo section. After the 
race is completed, the ORR Drama Club will be donating 
the money raised to the ORR Extracurricular Activities 
Fund. Shortly after that, the school will announce how 
much students will have to pay in order to continue with 
their activities. 

On race day, you can expect the revelation of this 
year's t-shirt, which was designed by a student at the 
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high school as part of a competition. The entire student 
body voted for the winning design during school lunches. 
Volunteers will also be available throughout the school 
campus on race day to hand out complimentary water 
and food. 

Importantly, participants are asked to refrain 
from bringing baby strollers, dogs, or inline skates to the 
race.

That concept of diversifying our food production 
is what drew me toward aquaculture. 

In a recent study by Michael Rice, Department 
of Fisheries Animal and Veterinary Science, at the 
University of Rhode Island, Rice points out that bivalves 
such as oysters and quahogs are beneficial to the health 
of the marine environment. They control "over-bloom'' 
of phytoplankton by filtering algae. This not only leads 
to better water quality but also allows sunlight to reach 
sea grasses, which provide a habitat for juvenile fish. 
Healthy shellfish populations can increase healthy fin 
fish populations. There is also evidence that shellfish in 
suspended culture enhances fish and crab populations on 
the bottom. 

Aquaculture seems to be a win- win situation. 
It not only is healthy for our marine environment, but 
it increases our shellfish resources as opposed to only 
depleting them. 

Think about diversification. I don't think we 
should put all our shellfish in one basket, so to speak. I 
understand that the town realizes a significant income 
from existing shellfish permits. But to use that as a reason 
to deny aquaculture in shallow waters makes no sense. 
We just need to zone areas for each pursuit. After all, the 
town has zoned areas for moorings, anchorages, town 
beaches, boat ramps etc. 

I had the privilege of visiting an existing 
aquiculture farm today and I must relate there were not 
even any visual drawbacks to the seascape. 

I am in full support of aquaculture in 
Mattapoisett, and I also understand the need for some 
regulations especially if there is an increased interest in 
applications. I think the people who are pioneering this 
way of the future, deserve our support and appreciation, 
not over regulation.

The Mystery of D.B. Cooper 
By Chris Igo Jr. 

Forty years ago this November, 
an airborne daredevil called D.B. Cooper 
pulled off a crime that was responsible 
for one of the most extensive and 
expensive American manhunts of the 
20th century. In fact, the whereabouts 
of D.B. Cooper remain a mystery to this 
day, making him the ''Bigfoot of Crime'' while keeping 
his legendary story animated decades later. However, 
what makes his story unique was that he got away with 
21 pounds of 20 dollar bills strapped to his body without 
harming a single bystander. One may think of this 
precarious maneuver to be impractical. However, D.B. 
Cooper seemed to have pulled it off effortlessly. 

It was a cold winter night 40 years ago on 
November 24, 1971 when a Boeing 727 aircraft flew over 
the small town of Amboy Washington just under 10,000 
feet in the air. This aircraft was carrying passenger 
Dan Cooper (through a later press miscommunication 
became D.B. Cooper) who sat in the back of the plane 
in seat 18C. About midway through the flight. Cooper 
handed a note to a young flight attendant named 
Florence Schaffner, who was seated in a jump seat 
attached to the stair door, situated directly behind and 
to the left of Cooper's seat. The young flight attendant 
thought he was giving her his phone number, so she 
carelessly slipped it into her pocket, unopened. At that 
moment Cooper leaned closer and said, "Miss, you'd 
better look at that note. I have a bomb." The note read, "I 
have a bomb in my briefcase. I will use it if necessary. I 
want you to sit next to me. You are being hijacked." 

Cooper then threatened to blow up the airliner if 
the plane did not land immediately and pick up $200,000 
from the airliner's owner. Not wanting to risk the lives 
of innocent passengers, the Boeing 727' s crew called in 
an emergency landing to the Seattle-Tacoma Airport. A 
bag filled with $200,000 worth of unmarked bills, and 
two parachutes that Cooper requested were handed over 
to him and the plane prepared once again for takeoff. 
D.B. Cooper then jumped from the airborne 727 aircraft 
with a single parachute along with 21 pounds of $20 bills 
strapped to his torso, and was never seen again, dead or 
alive. D.B. Cooper's story is currently the only unsolved 
United States hijacking. 

Following the crime, aerial and ground searches 
took place covering the 28 square mile radius, but no 
trace of D.B. Cooper was found. Some speculations are 
that he did not survive the jump, but other officials say 
he was a professional and escaped on foot. After months, 
no significant leads came to the FBI, and this case started 



to slip away from officials. This led the FBI to step up 
their efforts, so they notified banks, savings and loan 
companies, and other businesses of each $20 bill's serial 
number that D.B had stolen. Months later. Northwest 
Airlines offered a reward of 15 percent of the recovered 
money if anyone could find it, but they eventually 
canceled the offer as they received no new evidence. 

The only significant piece of evidence ever 
found came 10 years later, in 1981, from an eight-year- 
old boy Brian Ingram, who, while digging out a fire 
pit for a picnic with his family, came across $5,880 in 
decaying twenty dollar bills still bundled with elastic 
bands, 40 feet from the waterline and just two inches 
below the surface, on the banks of the Columbia River 
in Vancouver, Washington. It was made known that the 
bills were authentic after comparing them to the serial 
numbers of the bills taken by D.B. Cooper 9 years earlier. 

The money that Brian Ingram found only 
reinforced the belief that Cooper could not have 
survived the jump. FBI eventually gave Brian about 
$2,860 of the recovered money, with the amount being 
a rough estimate because of the deteriorated condition 
of the bills. However, on June 13, 2008, the Heritage 
Auction Galleries' Americana Memorabilia Grand 
Format Auction in Dallas, Texas auctioned off fifteen 
of the bills to various buyers for a total of more than 
$37,000, and as of 2009, the rest of the money remains 
unrecovered. 

Forty years later, the search for Cooper is still 
on, as the FBI has questioned dozens of suspects but 
released all of them. One man, John List, was an accurate 
match to D.B. Cooper but he passed away under custody 
in prison on March 21, 2008. List was considered to be 
a mass-murderer in 1971, and the hijacking of the plane 
by "Cooper" happened only days after List killed his 
entire family in Westfield, New Jersey. List's age, facial 
features, and build were similar to those described for 
D.B. Cooper, and another vital piece of evidence was 
that Cooper parachuted from the hijacked airliner with 
$200,000, the same amount List had used up from his 
mother's bank account in the days before the killing. For 
this, we will never know who the true D.B. Cooper was, 
or if he is still out there today. 

Believe it or not, D.B. Cooper's story has 
induced more smiles than frowns, as his crime was one 
of its time, when antisocial behavior was admired. Many 
Americans commended his act and he was celebrated in 
songs, films and books. For many, D.B. Cooper was the 
"Robin Hood for tie-dyed longhairs", and his story lives 
on to this day, unsolved.

Melancholia. Starring Kirsten Dunst and Charlotte Gains- 
bourg. Directed by Lars von Trier. Running time: 135 min- 
utes. MPAA rating: R. 

In Melancholia, which has just gotten a theatrical 
release after a month of playing on cable on-demand (locally, 
it's on Comcast until December 19), it's the end of the world as 
we know it and Kirsten Dunst feels fine. It's about the only time 
she does feel fine. As Justine, an unreachably depressed young 
woman, Dunst takes her place alongside a gallery of other 
female sufferers in the work of writer-director Lars von Trier. 
Like those others, Dunst puts in a career-best performance, 
sinking under the weight of self-lacerating despair. Justine's 
condition is never explained, as it often isn't explained in life 
(although her parents are played by John Hurt and Charlotte 
Rampling — there's a big clue right there). In the movie's first 
half, she gamely tries to slog through her wedding party, and the 
people closest to her, like her sister Claire (Charlotte Gains- 
bourg), know full well how much work goes into each empty 
smile. 

That the world ends in Melancholia — extinguished 
by a rogue planet also called Melancholia — is revealed in the 
opening moments; we get squished to the prelude to Wagner's 
Tristan und Isolde, which recurs throughout the film as the 
wayward green ball in the sky draws closer. After that, we 
endure the wedding party, held at the sumptuous country house 
of Claire's filthy -rich husband John (Kiefer Sutherland), who 
fancies himself an armchair astronomer. Justine has married Mi- 
chael (Alexander Skarsgard), a well-meaning dud who comes 
off as though Andy from Parks and Recreation had wandered 
into an apocalyptic art film. He doesn't last long. In the second 
half, Justine, having shed Michael and most of what's left of 
her sanity, is living with Claire and John and their little son. As 
Melancholia bears down, the formerly stable Claire grows more 
and more frantic — John assures her the planet will harmlessly 
pass by, but she can't bring herself to believe him — and Justine 
seems more and more placid. Her life is already over. Global 
death is just a formality. 

Von Trier went through a period of depression a few 
years ago, and he worked it out in his previous film, the notori- 
ous Antichrist, in which nature seemed charged by grotesque 
and demonic energy. Melancholia is something of a bookend 
piece, equally gorgeous, not nearly as physically appalling, but 
almost as disturbing. It's not a "horror movie," exactly, but few 



images at the movies this year have been as frightening as the 
view of Melancholia growing larger in five-minute intervals 
through a handmade planet- viewer. At heart, it's an epic about 
response to life and death. John, of course, seeks to master the 
mystery, just like Willem Dafoe in Antichrist and all the other 
clueless men in the von Trier portfolio. (The filmmaker gets 
tarred with the "sexist" brush a lot, but his men are idiots and 
his women routinely win his actresses top prizes.) Claire clings 
to her life so tightly she can't bear the thought of nothingness, 
while Justine has burned through despair into a kind of Zen- 
Buddhist shrug. If Antichrist was written in the throes of depres- 
sion. Melancholia is a report on the condition after the fact. 

The symbolism may strike some as a little neat: 
Melancholia has been "hiding behind the sun," and then it 
emerges, blocking out everything else — much like the mood 
it's named after. The entire grandly morose film could be read 
as a suicidal woman's reverie on her own world ending. (Many 
depressives, squeamish about taking the final step off the ledge, 
fantasize about a vast catastrophe that will take their decision 
and their responsibility out of their hands.) But von Trier's 
filmmaking, as always, is elegantly alive, never sodden with the 
script's significance. The first half, well-populated by von Trier 
regulars like Stellan Skarsgard and Udo Kier, tosses in enough 
eccentricities (what's up with John Hurt tucking spoons into his 
jacket pocket?) to counteract Justine's moping. The second half 
is sparser and stiller, focusing on the sisters and their emotional 
preparation for doom. 

Images may stick with you: a horse falling to the 
ground in extreme slow motion; Claire attempting to outrace 
the apocalypse in a golf cart; Kirsten Dunst's features ravaged 
by loathing. Those looking for sharp internal logic should look 
elsewhere. Lars von Trier uses a literal worldwide disaster as 
a backdrop for a tiny, specific personal story about a woman 
who's sick of pretending to be happy and who can't help throw- 
ing everything away, cutting herself off from life so definitively 
that the end of the world is just the last of a lifelong list of 
things she can't control. Giving up the illusion of control has 
delivered her into a kind of grace. Justine has already died every 
time the hated sun has risen yet again; soon it will all be over. 
Von Trier's plotting isn't always up to the level of his visuals or 
his emotionally-loaded philosophizing, but on the increasingly 
timid stage of world cinema he continues to be a giant among 
ants.
